REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach optimizing a set of oligonucleotides by creating a function based on 
match or mismatch criteria between a true allele contained in a DNA sample and an 
allele determined by a hybridizing step or where the measurements of the microarray 
form a vector. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Claims 1, 3, 5-20, 41, 61 and 81-109 are allowable. The restriction requirement 
between species, as set forth in the Office action mailed on March 10, 2010, has been 
reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to 
MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any 
claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claim 2, directed to a 
set of probes capable of detecting all known genotypes or haplotypes no longer 
withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present

application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
